The news coming out of Washington on Rabin's meeting 
with Ford can only be received with misgivings in the Arab 

world. I 

The White House spokesman is mouthing such phrases as:! 

it is up to Israel and its neighbours to decide on the “format” 
for further progress towards peace. If this is meant to pacify 
Jewish voters in the States and designed to keep from offend¬ 
ing the sensitivities of the Israeli public; so be it as long as 
the Ford administration is meanwhile intent on a serious and 
realistic approach to peace despite the phraseology. 

American policy makers are no doubt aware that the Israeli 
political situation is particularly resistant to new ideas on how 
to deal with the Palestinians. They know that the Israeli elec¬ 
toral system of proportional representation gives extremist 
political groups a power of life or death over coalition govern¬ 
ments, such as Rabin’s. Consequently, the Americans cannot 
expect any new and far-sighted initiative out of Israel. f 
Rabin, who has given President Ford the “impression” that 
Israel is ready to cooperate with new steps towards peace in 
the Middle East, will need a strong argument to convince dis¬ 
senters within his own cabinet that the required “format” can¬ 
not be one that excludes the Palestinians. The United States 
can provide Rabin with such an argument. If the Israelis are 
convinced that any future economic and military aid is indeed 
contingent on progress towards peace, then many things are 
possible. 

.Whether President Ford has made this sufficiently clear 
so that the Israelis do not resort to their old tricks and delaying 
tactics will be a test of the strength and far-sightedness of the 
Ford administration. It will also be test of the seriousness With 
which they view America’s interests in the Middle East and 
a guage of the calibre of Ford and Kissinger’s statemanship.

Al-Ra’i expressed Saturday 
its disaproval and dismay on the 
current fighting in Al-Maghreb 
and called for an immediate 
end to the hostilities between 
the two neighbourly nations of 
Morocco and Algeria. 

The paper said that the Ar¬ 
abs have had enough disunity 
and division in Lebanon and 
hoped that sanity will prevail 
in the current conflict. 

“The fighting,” the paper 
said, "brought along with it 
more pessimism for the Arab 
masses who hope that the Ma¬ 
ghreb will be unified so as to 
play its natural role in the Ar¬ 
ab sphere.” 

“The conflict between Mor¬ 
occo and Mauritania on one 
side and Algeria on the other 
is concerned with the Sahara. 
Morocco claims the Sahara as 
an integral part of the Moro¬ 
ccan homeland as agreed upon 
with Spain two months ago. 
Algeria is calling for self de¬ 
termination for the 50,000 in¬ 
habitants living there, the pa¬ 
per said. 

“No matter who is right” the 
paper continued, “the Arab 
league is not at all ready to 
add one more nation to its tw¬ 
enty or more countries which 
would reflect more fragmenta¬ 
tion in the Arab nation.” 

The paper hoped that sanity 
and wisdom would prevail am¬ 
ong the leaders of Morocco, 
Mauritania and Algeria so that 
brotherhood may prevail. 

Ad Dustour agreed Friday 
with the Israeli Premier that 
the area is heading towards 
war but differed with him on 
the conditions which might 
lead to such a war. 

It said that' “the blind sup¬ 
port by the U.S. towards Israel 
and the U.S. “mediation" eff¬ 
orts for peace are conflicting 
thin 


The second factor which the 
paper expressed that might le¬ 
ad to war was the stubbomess 
and short vision of the Israeli 
leadership in realising the se¬ 
rious peaceful jntentions of the 
Arabs in the area.' “ 

,c The statement by the Ame¬ 
rican defence secretary of his 
annoyance in supplying Israel 
with arms would no doubt 
grow day by day in the Ame¬ 
rican political arena since the 
supply of such arms would en¬ 
hance the defence capabilities 
of the U.S. and its NATO allies, 
the paper said. 

“No matter what the case 
is,” the paper concluded, “the 
Arabs should expect even 
worse things from the U.S. af¬ 
ter its bypassing the rare 
chance of real peace in the 
area by vetoing the U.N. reso¬ 
lution.” 

The Egyptian press Friday 
linked the outbreak of fighting 
between Algeria and Morocco 
to the factional troubles in Le¬ 
banon and accused unnamed 
foreign conspriators of fomen¬ 
ting both conflicts. 

The authoritative newspaper 
Al-Ahram noted in its editorial 
that fighting had broken out 
between Morocco and Algeria 
as soon as signs of calm began 
to appear in Lebanon. 

Al-Ahram said that "several 
international forces.... were be¬ 
hind recurring instances of fi¬ 
ghting and friction on Arab 
soil with a view to creating 
disunity in the Arab nation wh¬ 
ich has emerged as the sixth 
world power after the Middle 
East war of October 1973. 

Al-Akhbar in its editorial 
said that “foreign hands can 
be identified stretching across 
the borders of Arab countries 
to plant intrigue and arouse 
division.

Former Greek 
President Ghizikis 
faces trial 

ATHENS, Jan. 30 (AFP). — The 
|Athens Military Prosecutor has 
ordered a preliminary investig¬ 
ation of general Phedon Ghizi¬ 
kis, a former Greek president, 
as an accomplice in the April 
1967 ,, coloneis , coup,” Athens 
newspapers reported today. 

The newspapers said that an 
identical investigation has been 
ordered for 84 officers of all 
ranks, including ex-General Di¬ 
mitri Zagoriannakos, who was 
Commander-in-Chief in 1974. 

. Gen. Ghizikis was president 
from November 1973 to Decem¬ 
ber 1974. It was he who called 
the present Prime Minister, 
Constantine Karamanlis, from 
self-imposed exile in July 1974 
and asked him to form a go¬ 
vernment, following the collap¬ 
se of the military regime. 

After his resignation in De¬ 
cember 1974, Gen. Ghizikis 
went to live quietly in an 
Athens suburban villa, saying] 
that only “history" could jud-j 
ge him.

Shakespeare—or. at least, Ju¬ 
lius Caesar—was in favour of 
fat men: “Let me have men ab¬ 
out me that are fat; sleek-hea¬ 
ded men and such as sleep 
o'nights.” 

A recent survey carried out 
in London appears to bear him 
out. Fat men are, apparently, 
what people have long believ¬ 
ed—more cheerful and conten¬ 
ted. The survey was carried 
out by two researchers at the 
department of psychiatry at 
St. George's Hospital Medical 
School. Of course, the results 
of the survey, on people from 
southwest London, are not pr¬ 
esented quite like that. In the 
researchers' words: “A signi¬ 
ficant positive relation was 
found between substantial ob¬ 
esity and low levels of anxiety 
(in men and women) and dep¬ 
ression (in men).*' 

The men and women, all mi¬ 
ddle-aged, were weighed and 
measured. They then filled in a 
questionnaire designed to show 
such things as anxiety, depres¬ 
sion and hysterical tendencies. 
Obese people were defined as 
men who were 20 per cent and 
women 40 per cent overweight. 
They turned out to be much 


less anxious and, in the case of 
men, much less depressed than 
the rest of the population— 
that is, the whole sample of pe¬ 
ople in the survey. 

Overeating to console 

The results pose a number 
of questions, some fundamen¬ 
tal. For example, is it possible 
that the chemistry of obesity or 
overeating rules out anxiety 
and depression ? It is a popu¬ 
lar idea that overeating is, so¬ 
mehow, a form of consolation 
for insecurity. If it is. which 
people are prone to it? And is 
it the immediate overeating or 
long-term obesity that is the 
consolation? There are many 
more, that have not really be¬ 
en investigated. But other re¬ 
search confirms, in generai.that 
obesity as such and periodic 
overeating are a protection ag¬ 
ainst anxiety and depression. 

The researchers say, too, 
that not only are middle-aged 
fat men less prone to the mis¬ 
eries but they are also less li¬ 
kely to reveal anxiety and de¬ 
pression to others when they do 
suffer from them. This is true 
of anxiety in women, but not 
of depression.
